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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Gorowitz et al. disclose the cavity 16r is a "U 
shaped" (fig. 2, column 6, lines 65-66). Therefore, Gorowitz et al. disclose the cavity has a smooth surface perimeter. The limitation of 
the smooth surfaced perimeters include ovals, circles, etc., is not disclosed in the claimed invention. 

Gorowitz et a!, disclose the cavity 16r and Saia et al. disclose the DLC forms a hermeiic seai over the polymer film structure (abstract). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide a protective coating in the cavity of Gorowitz et al 
to form a hermetic seal, as shown by Saia et al. 
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
